Letter from Santa Barbara. 


S a n t a B a r b a r a , D ec. 12,1873. 
Our old settlers are rejoicing over 
the early rains, while the invalid and 
pleasure seeking portion of our popu­ 
lation are feeling somewhat down­ 
hearted, and sometimes say bad things 
about rains. 
Mr. Tuttle, of San Francisco, 1h in 
town trying to secure suitable rooms 
for a pohtographie gallery. It is hoped 
that he may be able to secure rooms, 
for Santa Barbara was never visited 
by a better photographer. 
The sidewalk business is brisk. Par­ 
ties on numbers of streets are busy 
putting down good substantial plank 
sidewalks. 
J. A. Johnson, editor of the Santa 
Barbara Press, surprised his friends, 
and not a few of his enemies, by sud­ 
denly arriving in town Monday morn­ 
ing, and thereby spoiling a nice “little 
game’’ in which certain genilemeu (?) 
were engaged. We hope Mr Johnson 
will always be as fortunate in flanking 
the plans of his enemies as in this case, 
and that the Press will prosper in 
the future us well as it has in the past. 
The new jail is in a very bad condi­ 
tion. After the rain of Sunday night 
some three inches of “moisture” came 
in, covering the whole jail floor. The 
jailor removed the prisoners, at two 
o’clock in the morning, into the sher­ 
iff’s room, and was forced to sit up 
with them the remainder of the night. 
It should be said that the “moisture” 
came 
in 
throngh 
the throughly 
“water-proof” asphaltum floor. 
Mr. Rosenburg, an enterprisiug citi­ 
zen of our burg, has established a coal 
yard in town. He brought down sixty 
tons of Bellingham coal by the Con­ 
stantine last Monduy, aud we under­ 
stand that it is nearly all taken, and 
that he will soon have more. 
A petition to the legislature to have 
our municipal form of government 
changed from that of town govern­ 
ment to a city government is in circu­ 
lation, and is being largely signed by 
our citizens. 
It is understood that Judge Pablo de 
la Guerva is soon to resign tne posi­ 
tion of District Judge, a position which 
he has held for many years. In con­ 
nection with that a petition is circu­ 
lating among the lawyers of this Dis­ 
trict petitioning that Jorvett T. Rich­ 
ards be appointed to the position, up­ 
on the resignation of Judge de la 
Guerva. 
Last Sunday evening as the Orizaba 
was getting alongside the wharf, the 
runner from the Ruttley House, in 
his haste to get aboard, missed his 
footing and fell overboard. He “struck 
out” for a pile, to which he clung and 
cried for help. With some difficulty, 
and the assistance of ffienda, he re­ 
gained the wharf, a “wetter" and a 
wiser man, minus an overcoat and an 
umbrella. Next time thAt man will 
wait till the gang-plank is ofi'. 
There is some little excitement here, 
with reference to the new town of 
Gaudulupc, in the upper part of this 
county. The place is growing fast,and 
real estate is rapidly advancing. It 
bids fair to be a place of no small im­ 
portance to the northern part of our 
county. 
Messrs. Beal A Orr are putting up a 
building next to R. Choen A Co.’s 
store, which we understand, is to be 
used as a drug store. This will make 
drug store number three forHanta 
Barbara. 
Truly it is a curious winter, to East­ 
ern people,-that we are having, for 
now, in the middle of December, 
while in the States the ground Í9 cov­ 
ered with snow, and the thermometer 
indicating zero, here in California, at 
any rate in Santa Barbara, plowing 
and planting gardens seem to be the 
order of the day, and the hills are put­ 
ting on their carpet of green and all 
nature looks fresh. 
On the morning of the 11th and 
12th we had white frosts, but we do 
not deny that it was, of course, “a very 
unusual thing, indeed.”

The party of gentlemen from the 
Pannamlnt district, whose presence in 
town we briefly alluded to on Satur­ 
day morning, called at the H e r a l d 
office yesterday, and gave us some in­ 
teresting facts in regard to the new 
mines, and the relation they bear to 
our city. 
From their locatipn, the 
natural outlet for all this rich district, 
is through Una Angeles, and a little 
activity on the part of our citizens, 
will secure their valuable trade. At 
present, we believe tlwir supplies are 
brought from Delano, the present ter­ 
minus óf the Southern Paoiflc rail­ 
road. It needs but a glance to see 
that if a wagon road were opened from 
this point, the whole trade of what 
promises to be one of the richest uiin» 
ing districts 011 the Coast, would 
be brought to this city. 
The dis­ 
tance from Pelaao to the mines, is al­ 
most as great as it is from Los Ange­ 
les, aud the road is of such a charac­ 
ter,that it almost forbids this transpor­ 
tation of heavy freight. W hile frota 
this city an expenditure of a few 
thousand dollars will give us an excel­ 
lent road, one that all kinds of loads 
can be hauled over, with ease and 
safety. 
But the great advantage con­ 
sists in the superiority of water over 
rail communication. To reach Delano 
freights must be carried by rail 278 
miles, and pay the ruinous tariffs that 
the railroad kings exact. 
Here we 
have the ocean, and the heavy goods 
that a.mining distriet requires, can be 
brought at a rate that defies compe­ 
tition. Our Pannamint friends recog­ 
nize this fact and desire to trade with 
us; our merchants will certainly make 
an effort to meet them. 
These, mines were located last win­ 
ter and their richness was so apparent 
that old miners, whose experience in 
ail the States ^nd Territories is of the 
most extensive characer, have unhesi­ 
tatingly invested in them. Their ore 
is so rich that for the present, at least, 
they will ship it to San Francisco, in­ 
stead of putting up machinery to re­ 
duce it. This ore should all come to 
l/)s Angeles, aud the returning wag­ 
ons shnnld be loaded with merchan­ 
dise, bought in our wholesale houses. 
On the prompt action of our citizens 
depends whether this rich tiade shall 
belong, as of right it ought, to Los 
Angeles. 


Agassiz Is Dead. 


Of no man engrossed in science, 
could lie written with more sorrow the 
words, “ he is dead.” There ia sorrow 
because a useful man, one who lias 
made his life count has ceased to 
work; because the-discoveries and the 
investigating so earnestly and success­ 
fully pursued by him in his life have 
ceased with his death. 
Then, too, 
there is sorrow because & truly good 
man has gone to his own great reward. 
No one who has seen his great, genial, 
honest face, team ing “ good will to 
all,” will soon forget it. AVe shall al­ 
ways remember Agassiz as he was in 
the University, rousing by his own 
energy and his own seal, bis students 
to increasing energy; we shall nevee 
forget his face as it light up witli a 
half divine radiance, as we were on 
the ]X)int of completing the evidence 
of one of his many discoveries, or were 
combatting some illusion. The last lec­ 
ture whioh he delivered to our class 
was an argument against Darwinism, 
and as he closed, his earnestness and 
his eloquence reached the climax, the 
audience were spell-bound, but with 
his last words it burst out in a thunder 
of applause. 
Agassiz was of French-8 wiss extrac­ 
tion, and received his early education 
under the immediate charge of that 
best of instructors, his m other—grad­ 
uating at a Swiss College he entered 
at a very early age, Heidelburg Univer­ 
sity, and afterwards studied medicine. 
But becoming enamored with natural 
science, he prosecuted its study with 
vigor. 
Unlike most students, after 
getting a general knowledge, be pur­ 
sued specialties —fishes were his first 
object» of investigation — the fishes of 
Brazil,the fossil fishes, and lastly recent 
fisbcs; and these he studied so closely 
and accurately, that with but a scale 
or a fin given, he was able to tell the 
genus and species of the animal and 
draw a correct picture of it. 
His 
draughting, too, was remarkable. Of­ 
ten his classes would burst out into 
murmurs of applause, as a fish or some 
other real or fossil animal would ap­ 
pear 011 the blacklKksrd under his 
magic stroke. 
He was remarkable for his generali­ 
zations, and for their accuracy when 
tested by tlme¿ The glacial theory, 
the theory that all anim als spring 
from eggs, and a thousand other facts, 
were first proved by the researches of 
Agassiz. 
Agassiz was one of few who place 
their study before everything else.

Quick as a flash, with a peculiar twin­ 
kle of the eye, and the French accent 
Just discernible, he replied, “ I wish I 
knew.”

The Harbor. 


Our neighbor still hoots at the pro­ 
position of the Hekm.i> to extend the 
railroad to the breakwater, as absurd. 
If as the Express so confidently states, 
the bar is outside the breakwater, and 
there Is nothing to do but cut througli 
the bar, and with deep water and 
plain sailing ride gaily up to W ilming­ 
ton, 
then indeed this 
position 
is 
ridiculous. 
But, 
unfortunately 110 
such state of things exists, 
if there 
is from 18 to 20 feet of water in the 
channel to Wilmington, will the Ex­ 
press be kind enough to inform us 
why a vessel only drawing six feet, 
often lias trouble to find her way out? 
That the people interested may see 
what others think of this matter we 
copy from the last issue of the Han 
Bernradino Guardian, the following: 
At the ports of Han Luis, Hanta Bar­ 
bara and Han Diego,wharves have been 
constructed, 
and 
freight delivered 
from the slings. 
Yet nothing of the 
kind exists at Han Pedro, which dis­ 
patches,aiul receives the great bulk of 
all the freight moving along the const. 
Instead of that, the old, cumbrous, 
nnd expensive, the ruinously expen­ 
sive system of lighterage is fastened 
upon you, and from which there seems 
to be but little hope of deliverance. 
The business of Los Angeles and 
Han 
Bernardino 
cannot 
sustain 
this 
pressure, 
this 
burden, 
and 
prosper. They cannot thrive under it. 
San Pedro cannot compete with neigh­ 
boring landings where freight is hand­ 
led but once. It shouid be the great 
distributing point for the southern 
counties—hut it is shunned by all. 
We are told there is a remedy for all 
tills—when the breakwater shall lie- 
come a success. Aye, when it shall 
become a success. Granting all the 
most sanguine advocates of the break­ 
water claim for it, aud we are among 
that number, when will that be? Cer­ 
tainly not for years 
W hat is to be­ 
come 01 Lc:: 
ngcles, yuu. city and 
countv, their progress, their advance­ 
ment, iu the mean time? We cannot 
answer that question. But at the end 
of those years, and the dredging com­ 
pleted, will large ships and steamers 
attempt the tortuous navigation of 
W ilimngtou slough? Looking at the 
space required at the Han Francisco 
docks- for towing in or working out 
our own steamers, he would be a bold 
man who would assert that the cap­ 
tains would take such a risk. Is there 
a remedy? There is —an expensive 
one, it is true. But still, iu the long 
run, economical. It has been forced 
npon our consideration by the repeti­ 
tion of the delays alluded to. 
If your 
merchants, producers, consumers, want 
cheap freight, if your landholders want 
to dispose of their laudfe, and induce 
intelligence and industry to occupy 
them, better, a thousand times better 
it would be for them, to construct a 
substantial wharf at Han Pedro, con­ 
nect it by rail with the present road at 
the nearest dry land point, avoiding 
the W ilmington swamp altogether, 
and present it to the company, on the 
simple condition that they shall main­ 
tain the road, and thus bring ear and 
ship together, reducing the charges 
correspondingly. 
The writer appreciates the situation, 
and substantially advocates the same 
means of improving it, the only differ­ 
ence being that he proposes building 
the road to Han Pedro instead of to 
Deodman’s Inland. He calls atten­ 
tion to the fact that “ the passengers 
of the Mohougo, after visiting com­ 
pulsorily all the little ports 011 the 
coast, were detained sixteen mortal 
hours rocking in the bay of San Pedro, 
because the tug would not come and 
take them oft'.” 
Do we want this state of affairs to 
continue? We guess not. Even if the 
whole harbor up as far as Wilmington 
can in time he made accessible to the 
largest craft, we do not relish the idea 
of ruining otir commerce by waiting 
for that work to be accomplished, and 
believe there is money in extending 
the road as suggested, even if it is 
thrown away in the next five years.

Bunker Hill. 


A little over a year more, and the 
100th anniversary of tlie Battle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
baud of heroes, then inaugurated a 
i (struggle, which brought untold results.
